BE IT RESOLVED that a Nation&f Committee, ^D be named FEOERATiON FOR CONSTITUTIONAI GOV- 
ERNMENT, be orgamzed, consisttt^g of two represeolatsvei or delegates from each participating Jtatd, for 
the purpose of coordinating and aTsUting the efforts of citizens of the several states in securing raTufti 
of constitutional government to the people oi the Unifed States, 

The major objedives of the National Committee shaif be to promote constlttitionsl governmenf, In- 
cluding the preservation of ihe independence of the UgSslative, Executive, and Judicial Departments- the 
' preservation of rhe sovereign rfghts^ lhe several states, and the preservation of JndMdual Hbart^e*, all 
of whtch are guaranteed by the Federal Constitution; fo secure the nomination of candidates for office v/ho 
subscribe to these prinaples; to resist the nomination of leftist candidates for President and Vke President 
and other offices, and oppose the adoption of Socialistic platforms; to seek in every honorabif* and legiti- 
mate way to prohibit ^he practice and lo counteract the effects and consequences of executive agreements 
or orders, and of decisions of the Federal Courts and the United Ssates. Supreme Court which have wfortg^ 
fully abrogated, modified, or amended the provisions of the United S?ates Constifution which require a sep- 
aration of powers between the three great departments of government, and of the Tenth Amendment 
which reserved to the States and the people all power not expressly granted by. the Constitution to the 
Federal Government.

■ The said Committee Is hereby authorized to adopt its own rules of procedure and to do a!l>things, 
which it may in tH discretion deem necessary to carry out the obiecnves outlined above. 

The said Committee shatl efect offkers end sefect an Eifecutsve Commitfee and prescribe IH powers 
and duties. The National Committee may set up State organizations, sub<ommmees or special committees, 
or work through or in cooperation with existing organizations that are In accord with the principles and the 
objectives set forth hereinabove. 

BE (T FURTHER RESOLVED that a Provisional Commitiee, i^or^sisUn^ of two representatives of each 
staie represented at this meeting today^^e formed to promote and carry ^nto effect the purposes of this 
Resolution unfii such time as each state orJJrJiation, which it may approve, can select its two state rep- 
reser^tetives or delegates to serve the National Committee.

" RESOLUTION .

"BE IT RESOLVED that a National Comnilttee^ to "be named 
FEDERATION FOR CONSTITUTIONAL GOVERNMENT, be organlaedj, con- 
sisting of two representatives or delegates from each 
participating state, for the purpose of coordinating and 
assisting the efforts of citizens of the several states in 
securing a return of constitutional government to the 
people of the United States* ^ . 

"The major objectives of the National Committee shall be 
to promote constitutional government, including the preserva- 
tion of the independence of the Legislative, Executive, and 
Judicial Departments; the preservation of the sovereign rights 
of the several states, and the preservation of individual 
liberties, all of which are guaranteed by the Federal Con- 
stitution; to secure the nomination of candidates for 
office who aubaeribe to thege principles; to resist the 
nomination of leftist candidates for President and Vice 
President and other offices, and oppose the adoption of 
Socialistic platforms; to seek in every honorable and legiti- 
mate way to prohibit the practice and to counteract the 
effects and conseqtiences of executive agreements or orders, 
-'■ , and of decisions of the Federal Courts and the United 
States Supreme Court which have wrongfully abrogated,

The National Coicmittee may set up State organizations^ sub- 
' committees or special comitteesj^ or work through or in 
cooperation with existing organizations that are in accord 
with the principles and the ohjectiyea set forth hereinabove* 

■ "be it further resolved that a Provisional Committeei 
consisting of two representatives of each state represented

IV. SUBVERSIVE RAHIPIGATIONS . - 

No information has been received that the above organisa- 
tion has adopted the policy of advocating or approving the 
commission of acts of force or violence to deny others their rights 
.^under the Constitution, or that any member of the above mentioned 
committees is a member of, or sympathetic to, any subversive . 
organisation. . 

V. MISCELLAUEOUS 

By pretext interview on November 17i 1955 ^ It was deter- 
mined that the Interim executive and legal committees, mentioned 
above, had met only, one time, that being on January 22, 1955^ at 
Jackson, Mississippi <, During this interview it was determined 
that the interim executive committee Is proceeding to set up a 
permanent organizatlcn and to prepare the program for futiire . 
activity o The legal committee is . preparing a. proposed charter 
and bylaws which the interim executive committee will submit to 
the next general meeting. The exact date and place of the next 
general meeting has not yet been definitely decided upon but the 
conmittee plans tentatively to have this meeting some time during 
the first part of 1956*
